he new year marked the 

| end of an era at Robinson 

State Park — the retire- 

ment of Joe Sarkis, the park's su- 

pervisor for nearly a quarter of a 
century. 

“A lot of nice people come here, 
and I’m going to miss them,’ said 
Sarkis, whose final day on the job 
was Jan. 2. “I will really miss the 
regular customers and their dogs. 
I've enjoyed seeing them every 
day — I know most of them by 
sight, rather than by name.’ 

On his last day, many of his 
“regulars” stopped at the park's 
headquarters to wish Sarkis well 
before he closed the gates one fi- 
nal time. Some well-wishers even 
brought pizza for an unofficial re- 
tirement party. 

Sitting in his headquarters 
office a few days earlier, Sarkis, 
61, reflected on the people he's 
met as the park's supervisor. “I 
cant impress enough how nice 
the people in our area have been 
to me and in looking out for this 
park.’ 

His career with the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Conser- 
vation and Recreation, which 
manages the states parks, began 
in 1978 at the Mount Tom State 
Reservation in Easthampton and 
Holyoke. He worked there until 
transferring to Robinson State 
Park as acting supervisor for a 
year and then as permanent su- 
pervisor for the next 23. Sarkis 
said hes loved working at Aga- 
wams state park. 
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utility lines underground. 

“Once we have that informa- 
tion, we will be able to go forward 
with doing an RFP for the entire 
project, said Strange. “We are 
hopeful that construction will be- 
gin sometime in the spring. 

However, that project will only 
happen if the Agawam City Coun- 
cil approves of the project. That 
could be a big hurdle. 

Strange said the town was 
originally expecting most of the 
project to be funded by a Mass- 
Works grant. The town applied 
for a $1 million award, but was 


turned down. 

“Unfortunately we were not 
awarded any funding during this 
cycle, said Strange. “What we 
were told was that the state is 
looking for investments into the 
area. 

Strange said the fact that the 
former Games & Lanes property 
is under new ownership and the 
cleanup of the property is in prog- 
ress was helpful, but not enough 
to help them get the grant.

Despite legalization vote, dispensaries may 
have to wait as town looks to restricts zoning

City Councilor Richard Ther- 
oux will be seeking the support 
of the town administration and 
the rest of the council to impose a 
moratorium on recreational mar- 
ijuana dispensaries in town. 

At the final regular council 
meeting of 2016, Theroux told his 
colleagues that as the chairman 
of the Legislative Subcommittee, 
he plans to ask the council to 
impose a moratorium on the per- 
mitting of recreational marijuana 
dispensaries in Agawam. 

“I am not looking to change 
the will of the voters, said Ther- 
oux. “I also am not trying to cir- 


cumvent the law. The voters have 
spoken and they voted to legalize 
marijuana. Now, we, as the City 
Council, have a responsibility to 
take the time to make sure it is 
properly regulated in town.’ 

One of Theroux’s chief con- 
cerns is where a dispensary 
would be allowed to be located. 

“This is a lot different than go- 
ing to a store with a prescription 
and getting some marijuana, 
said Theroux. “It is now legal for 
recreational use and we do not 
want it across the street from 
Agawam Junior High School or 
up the street from Agawam High 
School.’

Officer accused of stealing 
$10K from police union

A grand jury indicted Agawam 
Police Officer Gary Nardi Jr. last 
week on three counts of grand 
larceny, in connection with the 
theft of $10,000 from the Agawam 
Police Patrolmans Association. 

Attorney General Maura 
Healey announced the Dec. 30 in- 
dictment this week. Nardi is set to 
be arraigned in Hampden Superi- 
or Court at a later date. 

“We allege that this police of- 
ficer abused his position as union 
treasurer by stealing funds in 
order to pay his personal bills,’ 
Healey said in a prepared state-

“We will prosecute those 
who abuse their position of trust 
for personal profit’ 

Healey said her office began 
its investigation of Nardi, 45, a 
Ludlow resident, in May 2016. At 
that time, Agawam Police Chief 
Eric Gillis placed Nardi on paid 
administrative leave. 

In a separate statement dated 
Jan. 3, Gillis said he referred the 
matter to the attorney general, 
and placed Nardi on paid leave, 
as soon as local union leaders “ad- 
vised me of their belief that their 
elected treasurer had misappro- 
priated funds in that capacity.

Gov. Councilor takes office this week 


BOSTON — Mary Hurley, elected in 
November as the regions representative 
on the Governor's Council, was slated to 
be sworn in Thursday, Jan. 5, at the State- 
house. 

Hurley became the presump- 
tive victor Sept. 8, when she 
defeated fellow Democrat Jeff 
Morneau in a primary election. 
She ran unopposed in Novem- 
ber, with no Republican seeking 
the office. She replaces Michael 
Albano — who, like Hurley, is a 
Democrat and former mayor of 
Springfield — as Western Mas- 
sachusetts representative on 
the board. 

Vowing to represent the interests of the 
states westernmost counties, Hurley said, 
“I have already been to Boston twice to 
meet with the governor's office on appoint-

ing judges in Western Massachusetts. I am 
excited and eager to get to work for the 
people of Western Mass.’ 

The Governors Council consists of the 
lieutenant governor and coun- 
cilors elected from eight geo- 
graphic districts of equal pop- 
ulation. Roughly speaking, the 
8th District consists of all towns 
west of the Quabbin Reservoir. 
The council meets regularly in 
Boston to advise the governor 
on judicial matters. 

Hurley is a lifelong resident 
of the Pioneer Valley. She served 
two terms as mayor of her na- 
tive Springfield and later served 
19 years as a district court judge before 
retiring. She is currently of counsel to the 
local law firm Cooley Shrair PC.

Let’s not rush 
‘downtown’ 


ne of the hallmarks of the design philosophy 
behind the proposed new Walnut Street Exten- 


sion is that “real” places matter. 

To civic planners, that means human-scaled archi- 
tecture; transportation infrastructure where walkers, 
not automobiles, dominate; and concentrating public 
activity in a relatively compact “downtown’ location 
that welcomes everyone — not walled off in an indoor 
mall or scattered across a landscape of separate strip 
malls and big box plazas. 

Those design preferences mean the Walnut Street 
Extension plan will have on-street parking, and fewer 
private parking lots; plenty of trees for shade and dec- 
oration; and wide sidewalks for strolling and public 
events. 

Whether this will truly foster a neighborhood at- 
mosphere in this busy corner of Agawam — wedged 
between decidedly pedestrian-unfriendly plazas and 
massive parking lots to the north, and the industri- 
al buildings of Ramah Circle, to the south and west 
— remains to be seen. More to the point, it’s pure 
guesswork to predict that a pretty, pedestrian-friendly 
streetscape will increase business at the hair salons, 
restaurants, retail shops and other small businesses 
that depend on customers with cars. Or that a fresh 
look will attract new businesses to empty storefronts. 

On the other hand, it’s almost certain that the 
construction — tearing up parking lots, building side- 
walks and planting trees is messy and intrusive work 
— will certainly disrupt business in the short term. 
And it appears likely, unfortunately, that the cost of 
this work will be borne entirely by the Agawam tax- 
payer. The town had hoped to fund $1 million of the 
cost with a state grant, but its application was reject- 
ed. 

Without the state grant, the redevelopment of Wal- 
nut Street Extension means a tax hike for all property 
owners in town. This comes at a time when the City 
Council just took on $9 million of debt for the high 
school athletic complex, and the School Department 
is clamoring for up to $24 million of bonding to build 
a new Early Childhood Center. Is this the right time to 
add another million-dollar project? 

And is this the right time to do anything, at all, on 
Walnut Street Extension? The strip mall aesthetic is 
hardly the biggest problem facing Agawam’s would- 
be downtown; the decades-long eyesore at Games 
& Lanes is. The developer who purchased the con- 
taminated and dilapidated former recreation center 
last year insists that 2017 is finally the year when the 
ground will be cleaned up and the property will be 
ready for redevelopment. Games & Lanes, by itself, 
accounts for one-quarter of the street frontage in the

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have to go and bond for the project, said 
Strange. 

A bonding proposal has not been put in 
front of the council and may not be until 
the RFP's winning bid is awarded. Funding 
for the project has not been discussed by 
the full City Council, but councilors said 
last year — at the time that they bonded 
more than $9 million for the athletic facili- 
ties at Agawam High School — that future 
projects may have to wait until other bonds 
come off the books. Principal and interest 
payments on bonds add to the property tax 
rate. 

Councilors are, however, anxious to see 
positive movement in the area. One coun- 
cilor, Anthony Suffriti, has pushed lately for 
Games & Lanes to be cleaned up and de- 
veloped in rapid fashion. Councilors have 
been frustrated with the lack of visible 
progress at the former recreation center, 
considered one of the town’s most promi- 
nent eyesores and a drag on the business 
climate in that neighborhood. 

Plans for the redevelopment of Walnut 
Street Extension were designed by Tighe & 
Bond, an engineering firm from Westfield. 
What is currently a two-block stretch of 
strip malls would gain a new 12-foot side- 
walk, with public space directly in front of 
businesses for outdoor attractions such as 
farmers markets, sidewalk sales and out- 
door dining, which was approved a few 
years ago by the Agawam City Council. 
There would be more room for outdoor 
events on the eastern side of the street. 

Though these sidewalks would be built 
on top of the private parking lots that cur- 
rently line Walnut Street Extension, the 
proposal provides for 134 parking spaces 
along the road and 169 parking spaces to- 
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Massachusetts voters chose to legalize 
recreational marijuana use, cultivation and 
sales via a ballot question in the November 
2016 election. 

Legalization took effect Dec. 15, and 
since then it has been legal for an indi- 
vidual to carry marijuana and grow up to 
six plants at his own home. But the law 
passed by the people also has a stipulation 
allowing towns and cities to institute mor- 
atoriums for up to 18 months to allow for 
zoning and other local regulations to be 
developed. 

At least two of Agawam’s neighbors 
are also discussing an 18-month wait. In 
Southwick, the Board of Selectmen agreed 
last month to pursue a moratorium while 
zoning bylaws are being developed. South- 
wicks Planning Board denied allowing a 
special permit for a medical marijuana 
growing facility two years ago, and select- 
men voted against a medical marijuana 
dispensary in November. In West Spring- 
field, Mayor Will Reichelt is also looking 
into a moratorium to allow time for regu-

trees was overwhelming — especially from 
the snowstorm, recalled Sarkis. 

He said trees were down “everywhere, 
forcing the park to close for months af- 
ter the snowstorm because trails needed 
clearing: “We didn't know where to start at 
first, but somehow — with the help of pub- 
lic volunteers; DCR, and FEMA — we got 
it done. 


Bonding over battle 

Another milestone that occurred during 
Sarkis stewardship was a battle between 
local residents and DCR over a planned 
timber harvest of some of the park's trees 
in 2006. The residents formed the Friends 
of Robinson State Park to halt plans for 
commercial logging in the park. 

Although he was employed by DCR, 
Sarkis said he never saw the group as ad- 
versaries, but rather — like many others 
who enjoy the park — as people “looking 
out for the park's best interests.’ He added 
that he has a “lot of respect and admira- 
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tion’ for the Friends group: “They have a 
strong bond with this park’ 

Claudia Hurley, one of the Friends of 
Robinson State Park's founding members, 
said the group forged a close friendship 
with Sarkis during the past 11 years. 

“Joe quickly discovered how much we 
love and appreciate the park, Hurley said. 
“Our bond and our friendship with Joe is 
based on our common goal of protecting, 
enjoying, and caring for the park, 

Sarkis said one of the most satisfying 
aspects of being park supervisor has been 
helping people who come to the park. 

“Its such a pleasure to watch people 
who come here who want to enjoy the 
many natural wonders that exist within the 
park's borders, he said. 

The park's land was donated to the state 
in 1934 by Springfield businessman John C. 
Robinson. Most of its more than 1,000 acres 
are located in Agawam, with a small sec- 
tion in Westfield, and it includes five miles 
of frontage on the Westfield River. Park en- 
trances run along Robinson's southern and

Ihe park sees heavy use year-round, 
but especially in the summer when visitors 
come to escape the heat.

“These types of acts allegedly committed 
by Officer Nardi not only reflect on him, but 
also upon the other officers of this depart- 
ment who perform their duties with hon- 
esty and extreme dedication, Gillis said.
